STORM BLOCKS 
ENDS ALL WARS 
RESCUE OF 37 


Seven Nations Agree That Eu­ 
rope’s War-breeding Ground 
Shall Breed No More War. 


London, Oct. 21.— W a r’s breeding 
ground of Europe will breed w ar no 
more if the treaties of Locarno are 
observed by the seven nations which 
have now presented the documents for 
public inspection. 
They are treaties 
of security and 
arbitration, 
leading 
toward disarm am ent, and designed to 
prevent the sudden roll of drums and 
thud of m arching feet that broke over 
Europe in 1914. 
The texts of the 
documents 
tem- 
pororily agreed to at Locarno by rep­ 
resentatives of Great Britain. France, 
Germany, 
Italy, 
Belgium, 
Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia 
were 
r e u s e d 
for Tuesday morning 
publication in 
the respective capitals. 
In plain words, the several treaties 
are promises from the various signa­ 
tories to keep the peace, to be content 
with the present frontiers, to refer 
all disputes either, to conciliation, a r ­ 
bitration or both before recourse to 
hostilities, and to assist in the common 
punishment of any nation breaking the 
pacts. 
Inaugurate New Era 
Throughout Europe the treaties are 
welcomed as inaugurating a new’ era 
of peace, friendship and disarm am ent.
